The destructive effects of free trade, with its fashionable new 
name of economic globalization continues to wreak damage on 
the British economy. Thousands more jobs have been lost in the 
last three months and government and opposition have no answer 


to the probiem. 

Economic globalization is leading 
toa world economy where wage rates 
will equalise towards the average— 
good news for Mozambique and 
Burma, but disastrous for Britain and 
the British people. Free trade rules in 
Europe to which both Tories and 
Labour are committed to, mean that 
we cannot protect ourselves from 
becoming a third-rate country with 
Third World standards.

Garments in Glasgow are to close 
losing 700 jobs, Alexandra 
Workwear is to merge two factories 
and lose 250 jobs and William Baird 
is closing three of its 34 UK clothing 
plants and loses 500 jobs. William 
Baird is to transfer production to the 
Philippines and Sri Lanka. These 
job losses come as union leaders 
for textile workers warned that up 
to 50,000 jobs are likely to be 
exported overseas. The unions, the 
general workers union GMB, the 
transport union TGWU and the 
knitwear and footwear employees union 
NUKFAT called on government and 
the employers to “Stop this flow of job 
losses becoming a flood.” They said: 
“We lost hundreds of thousands of 
jobs in the clothing industry in the 
1980s, and the UK economy cannot 
afford to lose a further tranche in the 
1990s. Thecurrent stream of [closure] 
announcement is threatening the 
existence of a major strategical 
industry... Our industry will disappear 
if action is not taken.” Companies 
planning further job losses include 
Coats Viyella planning to close 12 
factories and lose 7,750 jobs in a bid 
to double non-UK production to 40 
per cent, Dewhirsts also aiming to 
double its overseas production to 50 
per cent, and Courtauld’s are planning 
to increase overseas production from 
20 to 30 per cent. 500 jobs have gone 
from automotive and aerospace 
company Lucas in a merger with the 
American Varity Corporation. White 
collar workers in the banking industry 
are to face yet another wave of job 
cuts in the seemingly never ending 
process of banking job losses. Lloyd- 
TSB has announced the closure of 
150 branches in what banking union 
Bifu predicted would be the start of 
the closure of 1,000 branches across 
the UK by all banks and building 


societies and the loss of another 
10,000 jobs. Job losses at Lloyds-TSB 
will be some 1,500. Almost2,000 bank 
branches have closed since 1989 and 
1994 and this year Royal and Sun 
Alliance are shedding 5,000 jobs, 
Midland is to lose 2,500 and Barclays 
are shedding another 1,000 just 
months after getting rid of 500. RR 
Donnelley, the US-based printing firm 
is to close its works in York losing 
300 jobs, and Nurdin & Peacock, 
Britain’s second-biggest cash and 
carry group, are to lose up to 2,000 
jobs after being bought out by Booker.

Peacock’s stores. The construction: 
industry is now officially inrecession 
after seeing declining activity for two 
years.

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THE STENCH OF 
POLITICS 


British politics smells and re- 
pels more than usually at 
present. Labour and Tory con- 
ferences over, the election 
campaign has begun in ear- 
nest. In the summer, ‘Tory’ 
Blair let it be known he was a 
Christian. Recently, Major said 
that he too was a Christian. 
Frances Lawrence, widow of 
murdered head teacher Philip 
Lawrence launched a moral 
crusade and Labour said that 
they agreed (while arranging 
a photo opportunity with her). 
Major then set out a package 
of popular policy measures in 
the Queen’s speech including 
mandatory life sentences for 
second serious violent or sex 
crimes plus minimum sen- 
tences for burglary and drug 
offences. All well and good in 
themselves but not enough 
on their own to make Britain 
safe. The ‘American’ measures 
may be acrowd-pleaser, buta 
look at the US shows what to 
expect — no drop in crime, 
simply a burgeoning and 
costly prison population. 

The Church then weighed 
in with a pamphlet advising 
Catholics how to vote and 
Labour is the inferred reposi- 
tory of that vote except for the 
sticking point of abortion. Car- 
dinalWinning slammed Blair’s 
hypocrisy (Blair voted pro- 
abortion on the Alton bill) and 
so a few days later, Blair said: 
“l’m against abortion.” His lat- 
est remark doesn’t add up. 
Still, it’s another crucial group 
pleased by a glib line from 
‘Teflon’ Tony. 

John Major still contests the 
moral high ground, but his 
words sound more hollow by 
the day: corruption and brib- 
ery abound. The whole moral 
fabric of society has been 
eroded over decades, a little 
at a time. The people blindly 
seek salvation but from where 
they know not. Responding to 
such a mood is the politicians’ 
business, but lacking any 
sense of national community 
they will fail to deliver. How 
could it be otherwise? If the 
politicians were really of a 
mind to put society to rights, 
they would have done so al- 
ready. All now favour smack- 
ing errant children, unheard 
of only a year ago. But how 


In August, BN undertook a 
comprehensive critical analysis of the 
economy.

Kenneth Clarke so the paper 
pundits inform us is a magician. 
Headlines like ‘Clarke’s boom bursts 
Tory gloom’ and ‘Clarke looks forward 
to big shopping spree’ set the tone which 
includes the obligatory ‘prudent’ 
warnings by Clarke against 
unsustainable tax cuts this month. In the 
real economy however, jobs continue to 
be lost in the vital manufacturing sector.

Yet figures 
show that demand for consumer durables 
is up by 9 per cent for the first half of the 
year. But if British factories are not 
producing the goods that consumers are 
buying then who is? Answer: foreign 
firms, putting British workers out of a 
job and sending Bnitain’s balance of 
payments figure deep into the red. The 
balance of payments figure has yet to be 
revealed, but when it does, it is sure to be 
horrific. 

All economists are saying that while 
unemployment is coming down slowly 
(good news), the new jobs are 
predominantly low-wage, low-skilljobs 
(bad news). Even so, the unemployment 
figures are largely bogus and are the 
reason why Gillian Sheppard, the 
Education and Employment Secretary 
has blocked attempts by government 
statisticians tc put some realism into the 
figure. Sheppard is confident that her 
bogus jobless figure will fall below 2 
million just in time for the next election. 
If the figure represented the true rate of

that the government is desperately 
seeking welfare cuts. Ifthe jobless figure 
was really going down, the welfare 
budget would also be going down. It is 
not. Rather, it is rising. Inflation is also 
on the way up despite factory prices 


falling to a three-year low — another 


indicator that it is not British factories 
making the goods sold on the high street, 
indeed figures showed that 
manufacturing output fell during August 
at its fastest rate for four years. 

The Tories’ hopes of cutting millions 
from the welfare budget has failed and 
cost the country £50 million. The 
crackdown on invalidity benefit which 
cost £55 million to administer made 
76,000 ineligible for the benefit and saved 
just £5 million. To get the money for tax 
cuts somewhere, the government has 
slapped VAT on some medical items 
such as allergy relief equipment and 
incontinence pads. Since the 1992 
election, when the Tories lied on tax, 
taxes have increased by £17 billion. 
Another double blow to government tax 
plans is that 14 North Sea oil and gas 
fields are to close over the next three 
years. The double blow comes as: (1) the 
government loses tax revenue on oil and 
gas production and; (2) It has to write off 
£8.7 billion as tax relief to the companies 
decommissioning the rigs. 

Hoping to stem the welfare burden

of thousands of jobs overseas, Tories are 
looking to cut benefit from single young 
men to provide the cash for tax cuts. One 
inadvertent but welcome result should 
be an increase in the marriage rate and 
an increase in the birth of healthy white 
babies!

Azad said that either 
his wife could enter the country 
and claim political asylum (PA) or 
the ‘Illegal’ could claim PA in 
which case his wife would be the 
dependant. Asked what kind of 
story would be needed, Azad said: 
“Say you've got a problem in 
Columbia, and you cannot go back 
because your life 
would be in 
danger.” The 
‘illegal’ said that 
wasn’t the case, 
but Azad went 
on: “That’s OK,” 
and to tell the 
authorities that 
there was a lot of 
politica! unrest in 
Columbia. “It 
will help you and 
it’s unlikely 
theyll send you 
back. And once 
you veapplied for political asylum, 
you ll be able to claim a whole 
range of benefits.” 


CRIMINALS 


Illegal immigrant Richard Smith 
came to Britain to study but found 
selling crack cocaine a more 
rewarding pastime. Smith was found 
guilty at Bristol Crown Court and 
ordered to be deported to Jamaica 
after completion of his sentence. 
Smith received three years 
imprisonment and so will be out in 
18 months time. 

Omowande Adenlyi-Williams, a 
21-year-old female ‘student’ 
operated large scale fraud and 
deception until she was caught 
earlier this year. Police cannot bring 
charges however because she 
claimed diplomatic immunity. It

Mabussi and his wife, Samantha 
came before Southwark Crown 
Court and were found guilty of 
child cruelty after they had taken 
in the child of a friend from Zaire 
and used her as a skivvy. They 
starved and beat her so severely 
that the child is now scarred for 
life from head to toe. The 
Mabussi1’s are appealing against 
a ruling to grant them asylum. 


ROUND-UP 


Operation Vesuvius rounded up 
more than 100 Asians on a West 
Midlands farm where they were 
being employed as cheap labour. At 
the same time police swooped on 
Karnal Singh Samra, the gang-master 
and seized a haul of documents. The 
oldest detained was 85, the youngest 
was 12. Most questioned 
immediately confessed to being in 
Britain illegally. They spoke of the 
going rate to be smuggled into Britain 
as £6,000. 

@Two illegal immigrants were 
captured at Newhaven, East Sussex 
after being spotted clinging to the 
bottom of a lorry as it drove off a 
ferry from Dieppe. 

@A Turkish sailor jumped ship at 
Dunkirk and attempted to row to 
Britain from France, but was picked 
up by coast guards. When 
questioned, he claimed to be a 
fisherman whose boat had sunk in 
the Channel and that he had just 
made it off in the rowing boat. 
Customs decided it was altogether a 
fishy tail and discovered the truth: 
another would-be illegal immigrant. 


Adenlyi-Williams: 
License to commit crime 


@ Police arrested eleven Indian men 
suspected of being illegal immigrants 
near Guildford, Surrey after a slight 
traffic accident when one of two 
white transit vans collided with a 
Ford Fiesta. Six Indians immediately 
jumped out and ran off across fields. 
Police arrived and arrested the men 
along with five others in the second 
van. All eleven claimed to have been 
on their way to work at a farm. 
Immigration officials later ordered 
their release after it emerged that 
they were all ‘refugees’ who had 
applied for political asylum. 


CRISIS IN THE NATIONAL HEALTH SERVICE 


Government short-funding of the 
National Health Service has brought 
the NHS to a new crisis as managers 
close wards and postpone routine 
surgery. Dozens of hospitals are 
already showing budget deficits of 
between £1 million and £22 million 
and officials say that £200 million is 
needed to stave off collapse this winter. 
Many hospitals will be reduced to an 
emergency only policy until the Spring.

The cash crisis means that some 
mental health trusts will be failing in 
their statutory duties towards mentally 
ill patients. More mentally disturbed 
patients will be discharged under the 
infamous ‘care in the community’ 
scheme, and more psycho-murders will 
be the inevitable result. At the same 
time, waiting lists will rise, staff 
shortages will increase and more 
people will wait in pain with 
worsening conditions for the purse 
strings to loosen in April, although 


hipreplacement operations could face 


waits of up to six years! 

Adding to the collapse of service 
comes news that asylum seekers are 
indirectly blocking acute patient beds. 
Local authorities in London and port 
and airport areas have warned that 
they might have to stop moving elderly 
people out of hospitals because of the 
crippling cost of supporting destitute 
asylum seekers. 

In London alone, social service 
departments are supporting more than 
725 families with children and 620 


single adults who are seeking asylum. | 


Councils are funding the care from the 
community care budget. That means 
councils are keeping elderly people in 
hospital unnecessarily and as a 


consequence, become ‘bed-blockers’. 
Hillingdon hospital has reacted by 
refusing to take in elderly patients 
over the age of 75 and says that 10 per 
cent ofits acute beds are being blocked. 
The situation is likely to get worse by 
next Spring when boroughs expect to 
be supporting 2,700 families and 
2,000 single adults. 

So desperate has the situation 
become, that in July, hundreds of 
doctors took out full page 
advertisements in the national press 
to warn the public that the NHS was 
in a critical state. 

The chairman of the British Medical 
Association (BMA), Doctor Sandy 
Macara said: “We cannot go on doing 
more and more work, for more and 
more patients with less and less 
money.” The NHS was, he said, 
sinking like the Titanic. 

James Johnson, chairman of the 
consultants committee of the BMA 
said that hospital cuts are reducing the 
level of standards to those found in 
Third World countries, and consultant 
neuro-surgeon, Donald Campbell has 
quit the NHS and said that the financial 
reforms placed him under “intolerable 
pressure” toput financial targets before 
patient care. He said: “Just about 
every NHS consultant I know, aged 


between 40 and 50, is either looking 
to leave the service or take early 
retirement at 50. The NHS is heading 
for disaster and will ultimately break 


up. 

The Audit commission 
have slammed the 
financial reforms and said 
that they cost £232 
million to administer and 
save only £206 million. 
The net loss of £26 
million is made worse 
because the report also 
makes it clear that the 
reforms ‘fail to deliver 
better standards’. This is 
because competing 
hospitals work against 
each other instead of 
cooperating. 

@ Health service 
reductions will mean the 
closure of a quarter of all 
children’s wards in the 
next few years. 

@Closure of hospitals 
and cutting of beds to 
improve ‘efficiency’ 
means operations are 
commonly cancelled six 
of seven times, and has 
led to widely publicised
